including many 
multiple-purpose 
reservoirs, has been reviewed be­ 
fore the State Board of W ater 
Engineers by the BRA. 
Multiple- 
purpose dams are those that pro­ 
vide flood control, w ater conserva- 
t on, sometimes power generation 
and almost always recreation and 
other benefits. 
The report filed with the state 
board 
at one of a series of m eet­ 
ings the board has been holding 
with river authorities—ie actually 
a sum m ary of the Brazos River 
A uthority's m aster plan for de­ 
velopment of the Brazos and its 
tributaries, brought up-to-date. It 
contains elements of the river’s 
over-all 
development 
plan con­ 
ceived since the original m aster 
plan was approved by the Board 
of W ater Engineer* in 1935. 
"Since the original m aster plan 
was 
devised," 
the 
authority’s 
statem ent said In explaining the 
need for this new summary, "many 
additional basic data have been 
obtained, and the authority has 
caused extensive engineering stu ­ 
dies to be made of potentials of 
both the original and additional 
projects. 
"Further, the sta te ’s economic 
development and population have 
increased in the 22 years since the 
original report, and also the fed­ 
eral 
government assum ed flood 
control obligation* in 1936. 
To­ 
day w ater coacervation la Just as 
im portant as flood control in the 
current m aster plan, lf not more 
so. 
"The 
authority 
believe* 
th at 
this plan takes full advantage of 
the topography of the w atershed 
by placing the necessary projects 
at the most practical and econom­ 
ic locations.” 
The sum m ary listed 23 projects 
in the up-dated m aster plan. Three

fore the State Board of W ater 
Engineers by the BRA. 
Multiple- 
pu’-pose dams are those that pro­ 
vide flood control, w ater conserva- 
t on, sometimes power generation 
and almost always recreation and 
other benefits. 
The report filed with the state 
board 
at one of a series of meet­ 
ings the board has been holding 
with river authorities 
is actually 
a summary of the Brazos River 
Authority’s m aster plan for de­ 
velopment of the Brazos and its 
tributaries, brought up-to-date. It 
contains elements of the river’s 
over-all 
development 
plan 
con­ 
ceived s-nee the original m aster 
plan was approved bv the Boaui 
of W ater Engineers in 1935, 
“S;nce the original m aster plan 
wa* 
devised,” 
the 
authority’s 
statem ent said In explaining the 
need for this new summ ary, "many 
additional basic data have been 
obtained, and the authority has 
caused extensive engineering stu­ 
dies to he made of potentials of 
both the original and additional 
projects. 
“Further, the sta te’s economic 
development and population have 
increased in the 22 years since the 
original report, and also the fed­ 
eral 
government assum ed flood 
control obligations In 1936. 
To­ 
day w ater conservation is Just as 
important as flood control In the 
current m aster plan, lf not more 
so.
